   (xviii) the Department of General Services for the renovation of a 6

    2. is listed in or eligible for listing in the National 9 

Register of Historic Places; AND 10 

 

   (XIX) THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES, FOR 11 

NEGOTIATING OR ENTERING INTO GRANTS, AGREEMENTS, OR PARTNERSHIPS 12 

WITH NONPROFIT ENTITIES RELATED TO CONSERVATION SERVICE 13 

OPPORTUNITIES; 14
